stood at $2,890,000,000, exclusive 
of the Postoffice Department, the 
receipts of which are expected to 
balance the expenses.

Britain was the workshop of the 
world, with the latest machinery, 
command of markets and wealth 
rolling in. But Germany saw what 
u weak system it was and before 
the World War took market after 
market away from the British be- 
cause the German workman really 
worked, 

In the World War this system of 
organized idling was shown up by 
the women. They had to be taken 
into the industries because the 
front. They 
found that often in four, or even 
three, hours they could accomplish 
the output of a day's task accord- 
ing to the union standards. They 
refused to abide by such standards. 
They insisted on working efficient- 
ly and turning out all they could 
and that the men should do the 
same. So for atime Britain's in- 
dustrial machine showed tremen- 
dous power and had its huge share 
in winning the war. But after the 
war the unions did not rest until 
they had ousted the hustling wom- 
en from the factories and put back 
the restrictions. 

SMALLER OUTPUT 

What that has meant to British 
manufacturers, struggling to re- 
gain thelr world trade, was indi- 
cated by ex-Premier Lloyd George 
last spring, when he wrote: 

“Shorter hours of labor in many 
important industries and, in some 
trades, vicious slowing down in 
production necessitate more hands 
for a sinaller output. In the Unit- 
ed States the production per work- 
er has increased in recent years. 
This is largely due to developments 
in labor-saving machinery and the 
increasing use of electric power. 


In Great Britain, in spite of me- 
chanical devices to aid and sup- 


plant, the labor output per head 
, all around has diminished.

Writing last September Arthur 


W. Kiddy, editor of the Bankers’ 


Magazine of London, gave the view 
of the’ big financial leaders when 
he said: “Our prewar industrial 


System probably was unsound, with 


insufficient rewards for labor, but 
instead of endeavoring to reorgan- 
ize it along the lines of creating 
larger wealth with a bigger share 
for labor, our reforms have taken 
the form of higher wages and 
shorter hours, irrespective of ece- 
nomic necessities, and a day of 
reckoning must come, 


“FIGHTING FOR EXISTENCE” 


The industria] reporter of the 
London Times, reporting a recent 
meeting of steel factors, wrote that 
“the iron and steel industry, in 
common with other great British 
trudes, is fighting for its contin- 
ved existence.” 

Lord Middleton, an industrial 
expert, recently told the House of 
Lords some of the consequences of 
the system. He said much of the 
foreign trade was carried on at a 
loss in order to hold markets. Not 
“a ton of steel rails was sold 
the country except at a loss of 
$4.50 to $9 a ton. The output of 


16 per cent below 1913, yet the 
labor unions were asking a re- 
duction of weekly hours from 63 
to 47, which would put an addi- 
tional burden of almost $1,000,- 
000,000 more on the industry. 

In the automobile industry 
some interesting figures were giv- 
en out recently to explain why it 
was necessary to have a high tar- 
iff to protect the home market. 
It was found that with British 
labor, even at wages far do- 
low those of Americans, it was 
impossible to make for less than 
$500 a cheap car such as could 
be sent from America and sold 
in Britain for about $450. 

In woolens, as I have pointed 
out before, the French can lay 
down fabrics in London, with im- 
porters’ profits, at less than Brit- 
ish mills can turn them out. 

MUST MEET GERMANY 

Now Germany is again begin- 
ning to get on her feet. With the 
loan under the Dawes pian her 
bank has been restored and cred- 
its are coming from America ani 
elsewhere to restart her industries. 
After a long struggle the workers 
of the Ruhr have been im 
with the idea that a ten-hour day 
is better than no work or wages. 
The wedding of Ruhr coal and 
Lorraine iron is about complet- 
ed under the auspices of a great 
Frenc h- Belgian-German steel 
trust. It will not be long be- 
fore the industry of Britain must 
meet in full foree the German 
competition which was so costly 
before the war. 

To meet this test, as well as 
the test produced by the expansion 
shown in American trade in re- 
cent months, Britain no longer has 
the vast wealth she could once 
command to overwhelm a trade 
rival. r Crammond, a promi- 
nent statistician, has shocked in- 
dustrial leadem, who need cap- 
ital for their ventures by showing 
that funds available for meeting 
depreciation in industry, main- 
taining capital and furnishing new 
investments are now less than 10 
per cent of the national income. 
They were more than 24 cent 
in 1907. Since taxation on ustry 
has risen almos. 600 per cent 
since 1914 it can readily be seen 
that financial conditions are not 
favorabie for British industry in 
the struggle. 

There is only way out—cheap- 
er production—which means larg- 
er output per laborer and the 
highest efficiency in factories. 
America is able to pay high wages 
and yet offer bargains for world

RESTRAINT REMOVED 

We may expect very soon to 
hear of agitation among the un- 
ions for more concessions. They 
need no longer restrain them- 
selves to avoid embarrassing a La- 
bor Cabinet. Then Premier Bald 
win will have to develop his pol- 
icy of dealing with them. Should 
he show weakness we are likely 
to see some big strikes, promot- 
ed by the agitators. Should he 
show a bold front and demand a 
showdown then the new general 
staff of the Labor movement will 
come face to face with the gov- 
ernment. This staff might not 
choose to have an open battle, it 
might not even call great strikes, 
but it can conduct guerilla war- 
fare in the shape of sabotage, an- 
noying strikes and the use of 
“ca’ canny,” which means using 
every method to delay and ob- 
struct the smooth running of 
Plants and communications. 

All the policies of Baldwin will 
depend on what success he has 
with this problem. He cannot 
take a strong ition in Euro- 
pean affairs, with Egypt. with In- 
dia, with the other parts of the 
Empire, unless he is assured the 
home situation will be sound. 

All of which has the most vital 
interest for America, for as pow- 
er goes from London it will come 
to New York and Washington. It 
will be to our interest, however, 
not to wish real harm to Britain 
and to hope that a way will be 
found to resume her stabilizing 
place in a world that is still 
badly upset.

EXPLAINS FLEA DANGER 
“There has been considerable 
misunderstanding among the pub- 
lic as to the source of danger in 
this epidemic. Many people believe 
that all kinds of fleas may convey 
the infection, and that all rats are 
infected. This is not true. The 
infection is not conveyed by dog 
fleas, which are the ones that 
commonly bite human beings. It 
is only conveyed by rat fleas, but 
rat fleas do not attack by pref- 
erence, human beings. 
“When a rat dies from the 
plague the fleas leave it, and if 
there are other rats available they 
migrate to them. If, however, 
there are no rats they will attack 
human beings. Such an infected 
flea will produce the bubonic type 
of the disease. 
“A bubonic case may develop 
pneumonia, but this — only 
in a small proportion of the cases. 
Such a pneumonia case infects 
other people by direct contact.

Social Research Worker Cites 
Credit to League Body 


Says Higher Living Standard 
is Cutting Competition 


America Seen Aided Although 
Not Official Member 


“Although the United States 


never has been governmentally 
represented in the Internationa) 
Labor Organization, which is a 
part of the League of Nations, 
America has been greatly bene- 
fited by that body through the 
work of the organization in rais- 
ing the standards and lessening 
hours of labor in other countries 
and so diminishing competition of 
'| foreign labor with America.” 

This was one of the statements 
made at the City Club yesterday 
by Dr. Royal Meeker, who is on 
his way to China as a representa- 
tive of the Institute of Social and 
af cag Research of New York 

ty. 


NOT RADICAL BODY 


Dr. Meeker, who for many years 
held various positions of trust with 
the United States government, ex- 
plained thet the International 
Labor Organization has nothing to 
do with the Third Internationale, 
nor with any other similar body 
of workers, but consists of four 
delegates from each country par- 
ticipating Two of these delegates 
are appointed by the government, 
oné delegate from the employers 
and one representing the workers. 
The functions of the organization 
are twofold: first, to collect and 
disseminate information and, sec- 
ondly, to bring about a greater de- 
gree of equality in labor and in- 
dustrial legislation throughout the 
world. 

“Although the organization fun- 
tions through the League of Na- 
tions, submitting its budget to that 
great body for approval and ap- 
propriations, nations may belong to 
it without being members of the 
League, said the speaker. Ger- 
many, for instance, has representa- 
tives in the organization although 
she does not belong to the League 
of Nations.“ 

In regard to the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, Dr. Meeker said that in 
spite of the criticisms against claus- 
en in the treaty and against 
functioning, it was the best treaty 
ever negotiated because it was a 
successful attempt to revolution- 
ize the conduct of nations toward 
one ancther.

shows, too, that John W. Davis's 
vote was smallest in those West- 
ern States where William G. Mc- 
Adoo is strongest. 

The cleavage of the party into 
hostile groups in its national con- 
vention here last June was main- 
tained at the polls, leaders de- 
clare. There gre three of these 
sectional groups—the Solid South, 
the conservative Hast and the 
progressive West. 

In practically all McAdoo States 
in the West Davis ran second to 
La Follette. In some instances the 
mocratic party appears barely 
to have retained its place on the 
ballot by polling the required 10 
per cent of the total vote. Leaders 
here charge openly that the Me- 
Adoo machine which voted for him 
through more than 100 ballots in 
the national convention deliber- 
ately knifed Davis. 

The bitterness engendered in the 
national convention has been in- 
creased by the result of the elec- 
tion. Eastern chiefs are charging 
not only that McAdoo did nothing 
himself to help the ticket, but that 
his field agents in all States cast 
their influence for La Foligtte and 
deserted their own ticket. 

All through the McAdoo States 
the Republican vote held approxt- 
mately the same proportion as in 
other States, but the Davis vote 
was relatively smaller than in oth- 
er States, even in those in which 
he made a poor showing. 

Resenting charges and insinua- 
tions that Tammany traded Davis 
for Al Smith in New York on elec- 


tion day, the leaders here point out. 


that the La Follette vote accounts 
fully for the discrepancy in the 
national and State ticket votes. 
They compare the vote in the East 
to that in the McAdoo States as 
proof that if there was Democratic 
treachery it was not in New Yogk.

Sixty Are Found Guilty by 2 


Jury and Get Sentences;

&8.—Sixty Filipinos were convicted 
by a jury today on charges of 
rioting after eight and a half hours 
of consideration of evidence of the 
riot near Hanapepe, September 9, 
last, in which twenty men either 
were killed or fatally injured. 

The jury considered simultan- 
eously the cases of seventy-six 
Filipinos who were among those 
on strike from the McBryde plan- 
tation at the time of the riot. Six- 
teen were acquitted, The court 
sentenced two of those convicted 
to four years and eleven months’ 
imprisonment and the others to 
four years each. 

The riot, September 9, followed 
an attempt by police to rescue two 
Filipino workers who had been 
kidnaped by the strikers. Four 
policemen were among those killed. 
Fifty-seven other Filipinos, a dif- 
fereAt group from those named in 
the above dispatch, pleaded guilty 
September 24, last, to charges of 
assault and battery, in connection 
with the riot and were given sus- 
pended sentences of thirteen 
months each.

Having just concluded a three- 
weeks’ excursion, everyone of the 
160 of us who made the trip has 
gone his or her daily way corner- 
ing anyone who looks amilable in 
order to tell the wonders of the 
Hawallan Islands, the joys of the 
scenery and the fun of ocean 
travel.

TO AID AVIATION 


Victims of Pulitzer Race 


Flyer Describes Terrific 
Strain of Contests 


Day of Universal Flying is 
Not Far Ahead 


BY FRED GILMAN JOPP 


The 1924 alr speed classic—the 
Pulitzer Race—has taken its first 
toll of human lives. Most peculiar 
of all, the two winning planes of 
the year before crashed in this 


race, proving the strain to which 
these gasoline projectiles are put. 
Two races with the same ship are 
one too many. 
Both wrecked planes are now in 
the laboratory, where aeronautical 
engineers are testing the broken 
parts and correcting the weak 
spots that such a thing may not 
happen again. These human 
sacrifices were not in vain. The 
1924 race accomplished much for 
future design. 
We piloth expect to get it even- 
tually. It is part of the game. 
How else can the alrplane be 
brought to the same perfection a4 
the automobile? 
When a pilot flashes down from 
altitude with his motor wide open 
and levels out into the race course 
100 feet above the ground, his ship 
is turning up between 275 and 300 
miles an hour—the fastest man 
has ever traveled. The pressure 
— the controls is extremely sensi- 

ve. 

DELICATE STEERING 


As an illustration, your auto 
steers much harder at twenty 
miles an hour than it does at 
sixty miles per hour. Now you're 
beginning to get an idea of how 
delicate the pilot's touch must be. 

The ships are banked around 
the pylon or turn at terrific apeed. 
When fully banked the lower wing 
has only twenty feet clearance 
from the ground. Right here is 
where everything goes black for a 
few seconds. The blood rushes to 
your head and you are dizzy, just 
as you are when you get up from 
a couch after lying down after 
a heavy meal. 

The drop from altitude makes a 
popping sound in your ears at the 
change of air pressure and vou 
feel exactly as you do when riding 
in a swift elevator. Automatically 
your system absorbs these dreadful 
shocks and inetantly you are 
yourself again; that is, if you are 
in good physical condition. 


FLYING I8 NATURAL 


Flying is as natural as walking. 
a startiing fact but nevertheless 
true. In the turns you can de 
likened to an intoxicated person 
who by some hidden sense mirac- 
ulously keeps his balance. One 
simply doesn't figure the difficult 
turn at all; he subconsciously 
keeps his balance just as if he 
were staggering along the street. 

While the speed of these Pulitzer 
races ia terrifically fast, it isn’t 
one-half so fast as the working of 
the human mind. For example, 
the planes are usually equipped 
with a landing gear that folds up 
under the fuselage, when the ship 
is in the air, by means of a lever. 
A friend of mine, during the race, 
broke the crankshaft of his motor. 
The ship was only fifty feet off 
the ground yet with the quickness 
of light he brought her down on 
her belly and slid to safety. The 
natural thing to do was to reach 
for the landing-gear lever. His 
mental reaction was that of a 
person falling with a bag of eggs 
—his fall designed to protect the 
eggs and his life. 


CONTROLS BRAIN-LIKE 

Airplane controls are arranged 
like those of the brain. When you 
fall forward you naturally lean 
back to right yourself. In a ship 
this natural action brings her nose 
up again. In other words, every 
action of everyday life is obeyed 
by the ship you are piloting. 

Landing is merely a matter of 
practice. It is not the most dan- 
gerous part of flying as most peo- 
ple think. It is the taking-off 
that is dangerous. Climbing at a 
slow = ——and speed keeps the 
ship in the air—rests upon the 
engine. The engine must be right 
before you take off. 

Steamships and elevators must 

have constant inspection: their 
operators must have licenses—that 
is the law. But any pilot, with- 
out license or plane inspection, 
can take up passengers. 
United States requires its pilots to 
use the front cockpit, the most 
dangerous place in the ship, for 
should a crash occur the engine is 
usually forced back into this cock- 
pit. Bear these facts in mind and 
don’t go for an air voyage unless 
you are positive that the pilot 
knows his business and that the 
plane and engine are both me- 
chanically right. 


RACE FOR PROGRESS 

The government promotes the 
Pulitzer Race for aeronautical 
progress, not for public amuse- 
ment. The small prizes offered

Recover Stolen Funds 


Opinion of Superior Judge 
is Sustained |

Taxpayers of San Bernardino coun- 
ty, who made payments on delin- 
quent taxes to the office of the 
County Auditor during the regime 
of former Auditor . G. Berger 
when more than $20,000 was mis- 
appropriated from the office, will 
be required to pay the delinquent 
taxes again, according to a ruling 
handed down this week by the Bu- 
preme Court, on the appeal of San 
Bernardino county to the decision 
of Judge Freeman of Riverside 
some months ago in the county's 
suit against Berger and his bonds- 
men for $16,000, as recovery of the 
losses in the Auditor's office. 

Judge Fréeman ruled that the 
county could not recover the losses 
in the Auditor's office from the 
bonding company use that 
office was not the office under the 
law to which delinquent taxes 
should be paid. The payments 
should have heen made to the 
County Treasurer's office. 

In the original complaint, which 
was filed by Dist.-Atty. George H. 
Johnson, the county sought to col- 
lect $16,000 from Berger and the 
bonding company and while the ac- 
tual loss far exceeded that amount. 
the District Attorney said, the 
county believed it could prove 
where that amount had been mis- 
appropriated. 

The bonding company demurred 
to the complaint on the grounds 
that the county could not recover 
because the delinquént taxes were 
not paid to the proper office. The 
District Attorney immediately filed 
an amended complaint, but again 
the bonding company demurred. 

The third complaint of the coun- 
ty asserted that the property own- 
ers who had transferred a title be- 
fore the losses in the Auditor's 
office were discovered 
required to pay their taxes a sec- 
ond time.

The Community Welfare Fede-

newspapers and 150 other publica- 
tions, through 165 speakers, who 
have addressed more than 450 
meetin through every public, 
— and private chool. 
through merchants, manufacturers 
and pullic employees, from 490 
pulpits, by means of window dis- 
plays and placards, through the as- 
sistance ae sock trades as the milk 
companies and the bakers and in 
scores of equally effective ways. 

A shameful lack of sympathy in 
the past has been shown by Los 
Angeles toward those dependent 
upon her charity. It ts hoped that 
this has eunk into the conscious- 
ness of each one as a personal mat- 
ter; that the individual has been 
impressed with the fact that this 
unfeeling attitude is something to 
take to his own heart and not pass 
on to his neighbor. 


Crrr is CHARTED 
No one will be overlooked in this 
intense campaign. Los 
has been charted into forty-three 
divisions, each under direction of 
a colonel under whom are five 
majors, each with five captains 
who, in turn, cach command five 
lieutenants. That means 281 per- 
sons in each division, a grand total 
of more than 12,000. They will 
reach every honse, every apart- 
ment, every office, every factory. 
If, in answ or to the slogan “Sup- 
pose Nobody Cared,” it were found 
that nobody does care, the 125 
unified welfare agencies would not 
suffer. the Chest would not suffer. 
the host of volunteer workers 
would not suffer. It would merely 
mean that the relief institutions 
would close their doors and cease 
to function. The sufferers would 
be those left to their miseries by 
an unsympathetic city. Or sup- 
pose that some cared, but yet not 
enough to fill the Chest to its 
minimum goal; then many orphans 
would continue to exist on cast-off 
food, half a crust would be given 
to the starving, the infirm would 
continue to wait long periods for 
free medical aid, boys and girls 
would, unprotected, be allowed in 
greater numbers to sink into 

shame or crime.

ORLD WAR ON OPIUM 

Still achieving, still pursuing, the 
League of Nations is about to add to its 
splendid services to mankind that of the 
systematic regulation of the opium trafic. 
This is in conformance with @ program 
recommended by its Opium Advisory Con- 
mittee. It includes plans for the restric- 
tion of the importation of narcotic drugs of 
every kind by the nations in the League. 
Drug addiction is an evil with which civ- 
llization thus far has been unable to cope 
successfully. Drastic legislation calculated 
to curb the evil in this country by the com- 
pulsory registration of addicts, by the cer- 
tification of physicians, druggists and other 
dispensers and by the interdiction of un- 
regulated sales of narcotics bas been of 
little aveil. High Federal taxes on these 
drugs as well as the administrative provti- 
sions under which dealers are licensed and 
controlled also have had no really satis- 
factory effect in decreasing the uumber of 
addicts. 

in Europe and Asia as well as in this 


country efforts to curtail the use of nar- 


cotics have failed. China thought to strike 
the evil a body blow by prohibiting the 


year and the government has been power- 
less to prevent it. 

The League of Nations, in taking up the 
fight, will establish a permanent central 
board working under the Council of the 
League to regulate the importation of nar- 
cotic drugs. The best provision of this reg 
ulation is that, if any country makes an 
estimate of its requirements which appears 
to the board as unreasonable, the board 
shall fix what it considers the reasonabie 
requirements of that country. The board 
will know at all times just bow much 
opium is moving in all parts of the world 
and by ita restrictive measures as to im- 
portation can Umit production to a point 
that will approximate the safety mark. 
This action, which ought to be effective 
in the course of time, is a luminous ex- 
ample of the contention of the friends of 
the League from the outset that its prac 
tical operations are by no means to be con 
fined to the direct prevention of war. It 


concord and amity of nations is more truly 
preserved by teamwork along the lines 
of universal progress than in any other 
way. By this time those formerly inimical 
to the idea of our participation in the 
League on the ground that we could gain 
nothing by our membership tn it, but only 
would be dragged into war, will havo al- 
tered concepts of its purposes if they re 
view its activities in the control of opt 
demics, the rehabilitation of impoverished

The League is a hive of industry in the 
promotion of the world’s good. Thus em- 
ployed, men of different nations cease to 
regard each other as rivals or they come 
to see, as President Coolidge has pointed 
out in his suggestions for. the dedication 
of Armistice Day to the establishment of 
permanent peace, that “rivalries, if any, 
ought to be only in good works for the gen- 
eral advancement.” It is readily seen how 
this getting together of the nations to com- 
bat a world evil such as the inadequately 
restricted traffic in habit-forming drugs 
promotes international good feeling.

The word “Americanization” has falle:

What does it mean? Not merely ability 
to read and write the English language ard 
to understand all the modus operandi of 
the American government, with a smatter- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence and 
the Constitution. There are unnumbered 
American citizens of both native and for- 
eign birth who know all these things ard 
more and yet fall far short of being good 
American citizens. 

To be an American fh truth is to have an 
understanding of American traditions and 
American history whereby there has been 
developed upon thig continent a new social 
order diferent from and better than any 
social organization that history has known, 
distinctive because, for the first time, here 
ls a social order dedicated to justice, liber- 
ty, and righteousness, It 
means 3 profound appreciation of those 
principles and of the spirit that has made 
this nation great, not only in population, 
but in moral force and spiritual ideals. 

When a man of foreign birth or ancestr# 
assumes the obligations of the American 
citizen he by that act specifically repudi- 
ates the culture and ideals of his fathers 
in so far as that culture and those ideals 
conflict with the spirit and purposes of the 
American commonwealth. There can be no 
divided allegiance; no other country, no 
dual love. 

Alan P. Pleve, addressing the Jewish Fed- 
eration in Indianapolis, is reported to have 
said that he is “opposed to attempts to 
force foreigners to adopt American customs 
and abandon their native traditions and hat- 
its.” Very well, then, if those native tradi- 
tions and habits are antagonistic to the tra- 
ditions and spirit of America, pedple who 
bold that belief have no place in our coun- 
try and certainly have no right to the ben 
fits and privileges of citizenship. 


LAYING WITH FIRE 

If the present French government has 
learned anything by the fate of the pro- 
Russian party in Great Britain it is that 
the soviets are not a safe class to hitch up 
with in this political day and generation.

The ringleader of the mob, called in the 
dispatches Seyid Hussein, was one of the 
two men who were the last to suffer the | 
death penalty for the crime.

therefore a man of influence. That Hussein | 


should have been the leader of the fanatics 
is thus readily understood.

tion; but hereafter, in Teheran at least, 
they will know better than to carry their 
religious objections so far as to slay inno- 
cent Americans who, ignorant of their ab.

And Persia has learned that it must 
give better protection to representatives of 
this country moving about in its territory. | 

In its crafty and dilatory oriental way

Sterne, man of letters. 

Sterne died in 1768, but what he sald 
some time prior to that year is as true today 
as then, if “accomplished” be interpreted in 
its popular sense. It is still a popular thing 
to talk about book titles, but, as Sterne im- 
putes to his day, thinking about book con- 
tents is not so popular. 

The American public is buying more and 
more books. It is buying more books than 
any other people. And the American pub- 
lic is buying good books, its taste for books 
is improving by rapid stages. But buyire 
books and reading them are as different as 
shopping and thinking. Millions of copies 
of the classics are sold annually in the 
United States, but it would be safe to est! 
mate that less than one-half of 1 per cent 
of them are read beyond their introductions 


and perhaps a thumbing expedition through 


the chapter heads. 

Everywhere you go, however, you can 
hear people talkifig about the deep reading 
they are doing and reviewing for their 
friends the latest novels and books on the 
fad sciences. And they talk about them as 
though from first-hand knowledge. If they 
are not doing a tremendous amount of read: 
ing where do they get all of their informa 
tion, someone asks. The answer lies in the 
popularity of the book review. There are 
several in magazine form and scores in 
Sunday supplement and newspaper-columr 
form.

Ship’s Language 
is Handed Down 
to Radio Folks 


While radio broadcasting may 
be but thirty-six months old many 
of the words used by station ep- 
erators are descended from the 
vocabularies of seamen of remote 
times. 

The necessity for ship-to-ship 
and ship-to-shore communication 
perhaps furnished much of the in- 
centive to develop radio. Nearly 
all broadcasting operators’ have 
been to sea as ship radio operators. 
And it is natural that in the con- 
trol room at KHJ, visitors are 
inclined to feel as if they are on 
board ship from remarks made 
by operators. 

Here operators refer to the floor 
as the “deck.” Walls are spoken 
of as “bulkheads.” 
called “ports.” Operators do not 
work o many hours; they simply

BUILDING SHORTAGE SEEN 


Survey Shows National Deficiency in Construction 
Aggregating Sum in Excess of Four Billion 


That a national building shortage in excess of $4,000,000,000 
now exists in the entire country is indicated by reports made to 8. 
W. Straus & Co. in a survey of all cities of more than 10,000 popula- 
tion, the results of which were made public yesterday. 


Studies were made in 528 cities. 
In 380 of these, reports were made 
of building shortages amounting to 


$4,060,820,000, of Which 32.102, 


698,590 is needed for residential 
$1,130,861,600 for commer-

W. Straus & Co., inquiry in twen- 
ty typical towns of this pe in 
various parts of the United t 
Twelve of these places showed ag- 
gregate shortuges of more than 
$14,000,000, while eight revealed 
norma) conditions. 

The investigation also broughs to

The survey, which is the most 
eomplete study of actual building 
conditions throughout the country 
undertaken, was made Ss.

The Central States report- 
ed $1,149,700,000 shortage, consist- 
ing of $294,486,000 residential, 
462,741,580 commercial, and 3392, 
472,600 public.

System sail Here Asset 


to Realty Transaction 


Farmer Explains Subject to 
Class in University 
Title Insurance to be Topic 
of Tomorrow's Study 


“The escrow system in real estate 
transactions has advanced farther 
in Los Angeles than any other 
place in the United States or any 
other country,” is the statement 
made by E. I. Farmer, vice-presi- 
dent of the Title Insurance and 
Trust Company, in a lecture last 
Monday evening before students in 
@ class in general real estate in the 
Metropolitan College of the Unt 
versity of Southern California. His 
subject was “What the Real Es- 
tate Salesman Should Know About 
Escrows.”’ 

Mr. Farmer stated that the 
larger local title companies had 
from 80 to 120 employees in 
their escrow departments while in 
the largest Chicago titie company 
the number was five. “In New 
York and Chicago they have what 
they call ‘closing days,’” explained 
Mr. Farmer. “The parties meet 
on @n appointed day with a clerk 
and endeavor to wind up all de- 
taille previously outlined and thus 
complete the deal. That is the 
nearest approach to the escrow in 
real estate as it is known in South- 
ern California.” 


HAD INCEPTION HERE 
The speaker described the be- 


Los Angeles when “it had its in- 
ception about twenty-five years 
ago.” Mr. Farmer said that “its 
first real use came when the site 
for the United States Postoffice 
was purchased by the properiy 
owners in the north end of the 
business district. Their purchase 
money was held by a düinterest- 
ed th part until the title was 
brought down and the siiccess of 
the project otherwise assured. The 
United States Balloon School site 
near Arcadia was purchased in 
the same satisfactory manner. In 
the early days the escrow system 
was also used most advantageously 
by syndicates desiring to construct 
office bulldings and like improve- 
ments.“

LANDSCAPING 


SUGGESTIONS 


It is often a problem what to do 
with the steep hiliside yard es- 
pecially if one does not care to go 
to the expense of engaging «a 
landscape gardener. The ques- 
ition is most easily solved by cre- 
‘ating a rock garden. On many 
lef the hiliside lots the necessary 
rocks are present in abundance, 
but if not, they are easily secured. 
It the yard is very steep and there 
are a great many rocks, no flowers 
or shrubs with long roots will sur- 
vive. However, there are a la 
variety of ferns, whose nate 
baunts are among rocks. 

Fill in the depressions between 
the rocks with rich soll well-mixed 
with leaf mold and fertilizer. Re- 
move some of the small loose stones 
to make more room for the ferns 
and fill the pockets thus made with 
the new soll. The larger stones 
may be if desired. 
Plant such ferns as the ostrich, 
goldy, Christmas fern, marsh fern, 
cinnamon fern and the maiden 


bright yellow green and very grace- 
ful. When rearranging the stones 
make steps, if possible, leading 
completely down the slope. Plant 
tall, waving ferns on each side. 
These steps may be used for a 
waterfall if preferred. 

If the hiliside yard is shady and 
not so steep, make of it a wild 
flower garden. Plant hepaticas, 
whose white to sky-blue blossoms 
are among the earlicst of our 
native wild flowers. The Mayapple 
and the wild strawberry are un- 
surpassed for spreading and the 
foliage and blossoms are  orna- 
mental. Then there are the vio- 
lets, Jack-in-the-pulpit, Dutch- 
men's breeches and others that are 
easily secured and will grow any- 
where. If the slope is terraced, so 
much the better, as this will give 
opportun.ty for a Small rock-lined 
pool or a lily pond with a foun- 
tain in the center.

He, without the shadow of 
a doubt, has had them in plenty, 
ana they are crowding thicker and 
faster than ever. When a nun 
drops a teacup and grabs @ canvas 


the size of a door, thiugs 
are happening to him, he has 
stepped from the zone of the 


zephyr into the vortex of the tor- 
nado. He is living, as artist and 
man, to the top of his bent. Ouce 
Bischoff gave you roses—pink ones 
—0on a platter, now he offers you 
purple mountains on a canvas. 


Flower painting is one of the 
most exquisite forms of art, and 
also one of the most difficult. Few 
men do it successfully. They lack 
the color sense and the refine- 
ment of touch, the sublety of emo- 
tion, that are all so necessary in 
the rendering of fragile petal aud 
tender leaf. But Bischoff 's flowers 
were very lovely, not only when Le 

on | ues and

ceramics good-bye. 

Why, then, did he turn to land- 
scape? For fuller artistic expres- 
sion, of course. He who is born 
to adventure does not remain for- 
ever content in a flower garden. 
He looks toward the hills, and 
over them to the mountains—and 
he vaults the hedge. Onward and 
upward he labors, with no look- 
ing backward, The garden 
good, but the sea and the moun- 
tains are better—or at all events 
bigger. 

All this happened to Franz 
Bischoff. But the issue might not 
have turned out so well, or let 
us say, so soon, had he not had 
another adventure or venture in 
paint. 

Experimenting with the colors 
he used in ceramics, he discov- 
ered a tormula for the making of 
beautiful and durable paints, col- 
ors that came through fire un- 
scathed, and when he left roses 
for mountains, he was also a man- 
ufacturer and distributer of cera- 
mic colors, the best in the market. 
Don't ten me that artists are not 
practical men. And why shouldn't 
they be, trained as they are, in 
Close observation and deduction? 

Bischoff has literally as well as 
figuratively traveled ve far in 
his search for new an untried 
adventure, finding his sea at Car- 
mel and Monterey, his mountains 
among the highest of the Sierras. 
No effort was too great, no em- 
prise too difficult. And he had 

atience as well ag courage, work- 

untiringly onward, upward, 
never for a moment losing sight 
of his goal. 

That he already has become the 
perfect landscape painter I am not 
prepared to say, for his trees, 
however well drawn and modeled,

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Props for Fruit Trees Now Out Date 


Central Wire-Bracing Method Finding Favor All Over the Country—Ex- 
perts Say Permanency, Convenience and Economy of System 
Recommend It to Attention of Every Orchardist

HE utilization of wooden props for sup- 
porting deciduous fruit trees is being 
rapidly replaced by the relatively new 

central wire bracing-system. Growers have 
always recognize: the shortcomings of 
wooden props, but not having any other 
form of tree bracing, have had to abide by 
the methods used since the beginning of the 
fruit. industry. About four years ago the 
division of pomology of the University of 
California recommended to California fruit 
growers the now well-known central wire- 
bracing system to supplant wooden props. 
Growers were quick to see the value of this 
system and in a short period of time or- 
chards in all sections qt the State were be- 
ing wire braced. Widespread interest has 
béen aroused in this new method, as is evi- 
denced by the numerous inquiries made to 
the University asking for details of the 
method and coming in from all fruit sections 
of the world. 

A comparison of wire bracing with wood- 
en props brings out clearly the advantages 
of the former method over the latter. (1) 
For all practical purposes wire bracing can 

considered as a permanent support for 
tree.

The equipment necessary for the instal- 
lation of the central wire bracing system 
is as follows: a ladder, a hammer, pliers, 
staples or screw eyes of different sizes, 
1 1-2-inch japanned malleable harness rings 
or 56-8-inch iron washers, galvanized wire 
of various calibers not smaller than No. 14. 

The question is often raised whether it is 
not better to use the staples instead of the 
screw eyes, due to the saving that can be 
effected in cost of material. It has been the 
writer's observations that growers do not 
drive thé staples in far enough in the 
branches, with the result that severe branch 


breakage often occurs. However, when the 
staples are inserted properly, they have giv- 
en as good results as the screw eyes. In 
order to get away from the chance element 
of the grower not driving the staples in far 
enough, the writer recommends the use of 
screw eyes, generally No. 207 or 209. 


The use of the 5-8-inch iron washer in 
place of the harness ring is questioned. Here 
again it is a question of economy. However, 
due to the fact that the washer has sharp 
edges, the wires are generally cut within a 
few years. This does not happen when the 
harness ring is used. The writer would like 
to stress the fact that growers should not 
hesitate in spending an extra dollar or two 
(that is all is amounts to) per acre when in- 
stalling wire braces for the reason, as prev- 


fously mentioned, that wire bracing is not a 


temporary support for the tree, as is the 
case with wooden props, but that for all 
practical purposes can be considered as a 
permanent affair. 

The cost of material for wire-bracing an 
average size tree is around 13 cents, ex- 
clusive of labor. Contrasted to this, a suf- 
—— number of wooden props to properly 
upport a tree costs around 50 to 60 cents 
per tree. The 13 cents for the wire-brae 
ing material can be spread over a long pe 
riod of years, whue the 60 to 60 cents for 
the wooden props can only be spread over a 
period of about three years, the average life 
of wooden props. As one grower put it to 
the writer a short time ago, “I have wire

are still supporting the limbs as well as the 
day they were inserted (in fact much better, 
as will be pointed out later,) and in all prob- 
ability will last the life of the trees.

In contrast to all of the above advantages 
of wire-bracing we can list the following dis- 
advantages of wooden props. (1) While the 
wire bracing can be considered a permanent 
tree support, wooden props can only be con- 
sidered as temporary in view of the fact 
that they are usually damaged within three 
to five years. (2) Wooden props are very 
expensive and due to the fact that they are 
short lived, the depreciation is naturally 
very high. (3) It is practically impossible 
to cultivate or irrigate an orchard, the trees 
of which are being supported, with wooden 
props. When irrigation is practiced with 
the props in place, settling of the props oc- 
cur with severe branch breakage as the re- 
sult. In order to cultivate the props must 

removed and then replaced. (4) Owing 
to the fact that a prop supports but one 
branch, the branch is free to swing in the 
wind, dislodging the prop and cau 
breakage. (5) It is very difficult to 
fruit from a tree the branches of which are 
supported with props.

Growing and Marketing Fall Tomatoes 
in Southern California 


By ROSS 


LTHOUGH shipments of fall tomatoes 
A are lighter than usual this season, 

some excellent packs are being sent 
out from Southern California growing dis- 
tricts, especially Orange county, where the 
quality of tomatoes produced for shipment 
fresh has always been high. Last year, 
Orange county tomatoes sold at a premium 
of as high as 35 cents a lug over shipments 
from other producing sections. The princi- 
pal growing districts in Orange county with 


their 1924 acreage are Buena Park, 300; 


Fullerton, 300; Irvine, 300 and Stanton, 300. 
There are small acreages scattered all over 
the county. The total planting in the coun- 
ty this year is 1800 acres as compared with 
2500 acres in 1923. 

Though tomatoes have been grown for 
canning and local markets in California for 
many years, the packing and shipping of 
fresh tomatoes from this State into East- 
ern markets has only become an important 
factor in the national produce trade during 
recent years. Some shipments have been 
made for a long time, but they have in- 
creased very rapidly in the last five years 
as a result of heavier plantings throughout 
the State. 

At one time condemned, the tomato is 
now one of the most popular vegetables for 


eating fresh, and there is a demand for it 


every month of the year. To supply this 
planting in all parts of California and in 


Mexico until at the present time, tomatoes 


are being picked from field plantings in 
California all year around and distributors 
are shipping in commercial quantities from 
April until December. From October to 
Janifiry, growers of the Golden State supply 
nearly all the fresh tomatoes consumed in 
the United States. , 
SHIPPING SEASONS 
The largest California tomato deals are 
underway in the late summer and fall. The 
earliest shipments’ are made from Coa- 
chella and Imperial Valleys, in May, after 
the Mexican crop cleans up. Following the 
Imperial movement, Sacramento and San 
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Joaquin Valley shippers take their turn, 
then the central coast sections, Los Angeles, 
Orange and San Diego counties, ship in the 
order named. The heaviest movement of 
California tomatoes occurs in October, with 
September shipments ranking second. 
year the shipping season ended by the last 
of Novmeber. 


The immediate demand for California to- 
matoes is also dependent on weather condi- 
tions in the Pastern producing centers. The 
Southern States, especially Texas and Lou- 
isiana, are in the market for California stock 
after the hot weather in the late summer 
has dried up the vines there, while other 
Eastern markets receive local supplies un- 
til the first frost. In other words, a long 
season back East means that California 
growers must hold up shipment until the 
frost kills the Eastern plantings. And usu- 
ally this also means red ink. 


OUTLETS FOR CROP 


As there are three outlets for the tomato 
crop in most sections of Southern Califor- 
nia, growers who are well situated are able 
to make a fair profit from their labor. Close 
to Los Angeles and other larger cities, some 
high-grade fruit is packed for the local mar- 
ket, the amount depending upon the demand 
for it. This may sometimes consist of the 
first grade ripes“ or tomatoes that have re- 
mained on the vines too long for long dis- 
tance shipment. But in the larger-growing 
districts, such as those of Orange county, 
the crop is sold almost exclusively as fresh 
shipping fruit, while the culls and “catfac 
es” go to the cannery. Centrally located in 
Orange county. (as far as tomato acreage is 
concerned) is the New Central Cannery at 
Buena Park. which makes tomato paste, a 
delicious product used in soups and for oth- 
er dishes. This plant operates about forty- 
five days, and uses as high as 5000 lugs of 
tomatoes a day. 

The larger distributing agencies, such as 
the California Vegetable Union and Ameri- 


tion. If staples are used, they should be 
driven in at a slight angle instead of parallel 


to the long axis of the branch. This is 


done in order to prevent the branch from 
crackling. Care must be taken to get the 
eye or staple at the proper point. If too 
high, breakage will occur below the eye or 
staple and if too low, breakage will occur 
above. An awl should be used for punctur- 
ing a hole in which the screw eye is to be 
inserted. 


After the eyes or staples are in place the 
end of the wire (a few hundred feet of which 
should be uncoiled before beginning opera- 
tions) is inserted in one of the staples or 
eyes and fastened to it, preferably with a 
figure 8 knot. The operator should ‘have the 
future position of the ring in mind and then 
the wire so as to reach a few inches be- 
yond this point. The ring (or washer) is 
then fastened to the loose end of the wire. 
A staple or eye on the opposite side of the 
tree is then fastened to the ring by a wire 
in a like manner. All other eyes are then 
connected to the center ring, care being 
taken to have all the wires taut. . Low 
branches can be connected up to the main 
branches instead of to the central ring. 


A mistake often made by the novice in 
the wiring is to always place the ring in the 
exact center of the tree. The ring should be 
placed in this position in cases where the 
main branches are distrubuted equally 
around the periphery of the tree. A good 
rule to remember is to place the ring near- 
er the side of the tree which has the most 
branches. In other words, if a tree has five 
branches on one side and three on the other, 
the ring should be placed nearer the five- 
Branch side than the three-branch side. 
This is to equalize the pull from both sides. 
If the ring is placed in the center of such a 
tree, there is a possibility of the weak side 
being pulled over and broken off by the 
stronger side; there would be five branches 
of approximate equal force pulling against 
three, each having the same force as the 
others. To make it more concrete, there 
would be a pull of say 500 pounds from one 
side of the tree and only 300 pounds from 
the other side. : 

It is possible for one worker to wire a 
small tree by himself, the ladder being set 
up in the center of the tree. However,

No doubt the reader has been wondering 
all this time where this ambitious poultry- 
man keeps 1000 and more hens after he has 
planted such an imposing list of vegetables, 
fruit trees, alfalfa, etc. Well, the hens are 
all kept indoors all the time. No, that is 
not quite correct. They are under roof, but 
practicaly out in the open air all the time. 

The poultry building is 24 feet wide, ex- 
tends north and south and is divided into 
12-foot sections, each of which is cut in 
half by a lengthwise partition extending 

through the building, each section there. 
fore, being composed of two rooms 12 feet 
square. A third of the side wall of each 
unit, on both east and west sides is board- 
ed up, affording protection for the birds 
when roosting. The remainder of the out- 
er walls is composed only of wire netting, 
the door, or gate, to each section also being 
covered with netting. If the reader has 
kept in mind the position of this structure 
with respect to points of the compass— 
and this is very important—it will be seen 
that the morning sun enters each eastern 
section during the early part of the day, 
while the opposite or west section, is bathed 
in sunshine in the afternoon. During the 
middle of the day the roof shades the entire 
enclosure, pair of “rooms” has a 
capacity for at least 100 hens each. 

The earth floor of this henhouse is cov- 
ered with eight inches of sand costing $1.50 
per yard or $4.50 per room. This sand is 
raked over once a week and the fertilizer 
applied to the soil. About once in eight- 
een months the sand will be removed. Along 
the two sides of the poultry house for its 
entire length is a trough just off the ground 
and within reach of the hens, though out- 
side the netting. Feed of various kinds, all 
carefully selected, is placed in these 
troughs at regular intervals. 

The dropping platform in each section is 
quickly cleaned by raking the refuse 
through a small door just the height of a 
wheelbarrow. The nests are just beneath 
the dropping board and are entered from the 
rear. A door on the front side of each 
makes removal of the eggs an easy matter. 
Mash is fed from hoppers or from a long 
trough on the floor. The dropping plat- 
form is four feet wide and about three feet 
high. Here the chicks are brooded, the 
platform having been sterilized for the pur- 
pose and the roosting poles found in each 
room, removed. A board at the edge of the 
platform keeps the young chicks from fall- 
ing to the floor. 

Brooder heat is furnished by an electric 
lamp, with carbon filament and a blue 
globe. The brooder is cone shaped, of met- 
al with the lamp nehr the point of the cone, 
while the lower edge is supplemented with 
a strip of building paper and bent in a circle 
around the hover., The chicks eventually 
descend to the floor by a slanting board 
and also learn to use the roos‘ing poles. 
About 250 chicks are brooded in one room. 

It is possible to give some interesting fig- 
ures on the profit from Mr. Fikes's hens. 
His first year’s records, he says, show that 
his 500 hens (which was the number with 
which he started) netted from $145 to $165, | 
and even more per month. This poultryman 
had virtually no diseases or pests afflicting 
his birds. This he attributes to scrupulous 
care in keeping the poultry-house clean, A 
few blackflees which appeared in one in- 
stance were quickly disposed of. 

Mention has been made of the goats and 
rabbits. These are two side lines that are 
genuinely profitable, the latter rivaling 
the hens in their financial returns, in pro- 
portion to the labor and investment in- 
volved, due to their being so prolific and to 
the demand for first-class rabbit meat in 
Los Angeles markets, hotels and restaur- 
ants. The goats are family pets in every 
sense of the word and keep the household 
supplied with cream and milk. From the 
former, all the butter that the family needs 
is obtained. There are two Toggenberg 
goats performing this important service and 
if you do not think they pay just figure up 
your butter bill for a year. Incidentally the 
goat stable cost practically nothing, being 
made chiefly of two piano boxes. 

If it had not been for an attack of flu a 
few years ago, I suppose Mr. Fike would 
still be conducting college classes. But 
that misfortune, which impaired the profes. 
sor’s health, has turned out a blessing and 
I am of the opinion the Fikeses will get more 
out of life on their little suburban farm 
than they ever did while the former college 
man was teaching.

horticultural commissions of Riverside and 
Los Angeles counties, respectively, at these 
expositions. The exhibits in both instances 
emphasized the effort being put forth by 
such county bodies in the Southland to 
fight the pests that play havoc with orchard 
and field crops and to keep out others that 
might possibly get into the section from 
the outside world. It is a strenuous «nod 
never-ending battle that these public offi- 
cials are compelled to wage against the ene- 
mies that would enjoy free board and lodg- 
ing at the expense of the growers, and at 
times the results must be discouraging. 
The commissions hope by their educational 
work not only to acquaint agricultural_pro- 
ducers with the best methods of tombating 
such foes, but to win public co-operation in 
the carrying out of the quarantine measures 
so necessary in keeping out foreign bugs“ 
and diseases.

NEW PARASITE LIBERATED 

WHITTIER.—Late in September, Prof. 
Harry S. Smith, in charge of the work of the 
Bureau of Beneficial Insect Investigations 
for the University of California at Riverside, 
liberated a colony of a new parasite of the 
black scale inga Whittier orchard. This 
type, known as Coccophagus modestus, is an 
internal parasite attacking the more mature 
or “rubber” stage of the black scale, and 
working within the liquid contents of the 
body. It is rather large, being much long- 
er than the well-known “Scutellista,” though 
not nearly so thick through the body. It is 
black in color and very active. The para- 
site was received at Riverside from South 
Africa. The new parasites were propagated 
by Prof. Smith at Riverside.

per acre. This astounding yield represents 
over 577 sacks of 100 pounds each-——962 1-2 


The British government, according to 
cable advices to Gerald Campbell, Consul- 
General at San Francisco, once officially re- 
corded a yield of twenty-four “long tons,” 
or 63,760 pounds on one acre. This, as far 
as could be learned, was the former world’s 
record. 

California and Maine alone in the United 
States have in the past approached the 
delta yield, according to the United States 
Department of Agriculture, with productions 
of 693 and 700 bushels, respectively, report- 
ed in 1916. The former California record 
was made in Nevada county. Added signifi- 
cance is given the achievement of San Joa- 
quin county in that the average for the four 
highest acres (all of the Burbank variety) 
was 566,240.21 pounds, or more than a ton 
above the English record. 


These figures were certified by Frank A. 
Powell and P. A. Stay, Federal-State inspec- 
tors, and H. Spangenberg and Paul E. Lewis 
of the county horticultural commission, who 
branded the bags as filled in the field, re- 
corded the weights and checked the work of 
the surveyors. Worthy of special note, in 
the opinion of agr cultural authorities, is the 
fact that the record acres were among 100 
selected in a field of 1500 acres, grown un- 
der strictly commercial conditions without 
any special preparation for competition. 
The average for the entire field is expected 
to exceed 300 sacks. 

HOW IT WAS DONE 

When Frederick H. Rindge took over the 
present “Rindge tract” or “Island” of about 
7000 acres seven years ago, it was produc- 
ing less than eighty sacks of potatoes per 
acre. Single-cropping oriental tenants not 
only had reduced the fertility of the soll but 
also had allowed it to become infested with 
nematodes and other plant pests and dis- 
eases. His achievement is regarded here 
as a demonstration of the possibilities of the 
peat-sediment soils when properly handled 
by white farmers and is thought to presage 
a new era of intensive development follow- 
ing the exodus of orientals resulting from 
enforcement of the Exclusion Act. | 

The factors entering into production of 

potato yield are essential-

ly as follows: (1) Sterilization of the soil 
by burning. (2) Rotation of crops. (3) 
Use of hill-selected Oregon-grown seed. (4) 
Heavy planting: eighteen bags per acre. 
(5) Careful attention to irrigation and drain- 
age. (6) Clean ard frequent cultivation. 
(7) Heavy fert'lization. (8) Deep plowing. 

The first operation, burning the coil, is not 
recommended as a regular procedure, but 
has proved very effective for sterilizing 
purposes, The peat burns so readily that 
visitors are warned against matches and 
c'garette stumps as though they were enter- 
ing a forest reserve. . 

The present plan on the Rindge tract is 
to burn once in five years, cropping „two 
years to potatoes, one to grain and two to 
potatoes again. Other crops raised on this 
4000-acre farm include barley, beans, corn 
and onions. 

Burning, however, has been undertaken 
principally on the potato land. In order to 
assure control of the fire, a large corps of 
men was sent into the field with torches, 
with instructions to ignite the soil simultan- 
eously in many places. When the top soil 
had burned uniformly to a depth of about 
three inches, (the heat penetrating of 
course to a much greater depth) the water 
table was raised by means of the irrigating 
system, and the fire extinguished. The ash- 
es later were plowed under to a depth of 

inches. 
MOISTURE CONTROLLED 

All crops are watered by sub-irrigation. 
The water is siphoned over the levees into a 
main canal, from 20 to 50 feet wide. From 
this it flows into large ditches, measuring 
4 feet wide hy 4 feet deep; these in turn are 
served by 10-inch .d'tches, 24 to 30 inches 
deep, the latter being from 50 to 75 feet 


apart. The water returns to the main canal, | 


from which it is pumped back into the 


| stream or slough. By regulating the siphon 


and drainage pumps, it is poss'ble to have 
absolute control over soil moisture condi- 
tions at all times. 

Fertilization was mentioned as one im- 
portant factor. At a cost of $50 an acre, one 
ton per acre of highly concentrated mineral 
fertilizer was applied. This was extremely 
high in potash and phosphoric acid, but con- 
tained no nitrogen. Iron sulphate was add- 
ed for the purpose of lengthing the growing 
life of the vines and, according to observ- 
ors, was very effective. 

The fertilizer was spread by means of a 
veritable “caravan,” tractor drawn, consist- 
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BIG SCALE FARMING 

Power farming on a big scale ts the rule 
on the larger tracts of the delta. Mr. Rindge 
has seventeen tracklayers, seven combined 
harvester threshers, ten potato diggers, 
three bean threshers and a vast assortment 
of tillage tools and special equipment. In 
addition, there are fourteen automobiles 
and trucks, three motor-boats and a com- 
plete machine and blacksmith shop for their 
care and repair. 

More than seventy-five head of work ani- 
mals are maintained, and upward of 500 
men are required during the harvest “peak.” 

Yet this “island” is but one of many 
which make up the 250,000-acre tillable area 
of the delta, once a tule swamp ly ng to the 
west of Stockton. This interesting region, 
sometimes called “the Holland of America,” 
now produces more than one-half the total 
California potato crop. The potato acreage 
this year amounted to 27,000, with a yield 
valued in excess of $5,000 000. 

In celebrat‘on of the potato achievement, 
and Stockton’s increasing importance as a 
“spud center” a big community celebration 
was recently held here. All communities 
of the region joined in the event, which at- 
tracted thousands of people.

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* Protecting the Drought- 


Injured Tree 


Fruit trees throughout California have 
been experiencing conditions as unfavorable 
as any ever known in the history of fruit 
culture in this State. This has been brought 
about mainly by the two years of abnormal 
low rainfall, which has resulted in an inade- 
quate supply of soil moisture for trees. Dven 
orchards which have been dependent upon 
well water have been influenced by this 
drouth, as the power supply has been d- 
minished in some places, while the greater 
demands upon the underground water 
supnly has resulted in the water table being 
reduced. 


The effects of the drought have already 
became noticeable in many of the fruit 
districts. During the growing season the 
most characteristic effect to be noticed has 
been the scant growth, made. Terminal 
growth ceased very early in the season and 
with some trees an abundance of weak 
fruit buds has formed. Where but little 
Water was supplied, the trees have become 
dormant prematurely, with an early shed- 
ding of the leaves. This early dormancy re- 
sults in an inadequate storage of plant food 
to supply the trees for the next year’s 
growth. The effect is to send the trees into 
the winter in a very weakened condition. 

There are other troubles which are liable 
to arise from the effects of drought if prop- 
er precautions are not taken by growers. 
Perhaps the most important of these is sun- 
burn. Already trees which have shown the 
effects of drought are showing signs of gun- 
burn. This is noticeable first with a brown- 
ish or reddish color on the bark. As the 
season progresses the outside cells of the 
Dark die and a corky layer is formed. This 
layer continues to increase in thickness and 
in some cases the bark is killed to the cam- 
bium layer. This occurs most commonly on 
the south side of the trees on the trunk and 
also on exposed limbs. 

There are effects from sunburning which 
invariably follow. When the bark is killed 
to the wood favorable conditions are pro- 
vided for the development of heart rot fun- 
gi spores. The heart rot fungi live within 
the tissues of the heart wood, killing it as 
the fungi spread. This results in an early 
decadance of the trees, with a conseduent 
reduction in crops. 

Another effect of sunburning is to provide 
a means for borers to gain entrance to the 
bark. Borers seldom live or feed in healthy 
mant tissue, and a sunburned bark provides 
just the kind of condition for them to gain 
entrance and feed on the deadened tissues. 
These borers cut off the circulation of sap 
and actually kill the limbs. 

Pecognizing that there is a problem fac- 
ing many growers in counteracting the ef- 
fects of the dry soils during this season, 
every possible means of accomplishing that 
end should be exercised. Although there 
has been a great deal of damage already 
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on the tops. Where soils have been dry the 
last few months, it would probably be mad 
visable to give a heavy irrigation before the 
trees become dormant, as they might be 
forced into a late growth. This is especial- 
ly dangerous in the case of walnuts on ac- 
count of frosts and failure to ripen the wood 
before the trees become dormant. — 
Another means of protecting the trees is 
to apply a coat of whitewash to prevent sun- 
burning. This is perhaps one of the satis- 
factory measures that can be practiced with- 
out entailing a great expense. Since the 
trees should go through the winter with the 
whitewash on, it is desirable to use a heavy 
coat that will stay on for some time. This 
can be best accomplished by applying with 
a paint brush. Spraying probably would not 
give as satisfactory results, as a heavy coat 
cannot be applied in that manner. A good 
formula for whitewash for this purpose is as 
follows: seven pounds of quicklime, two 
pounds of sulphur, and one pound of salt. 
Mix the sulphur and the salt with the lime 
while it is being slacked. Add enough water 
to make a good paint consistency. The 
paint should be applied to the trunks and 
exposed limbs. 

Since the trees have had the roots mate- 
rially reduced by the drought and tops are 
also weakened, it would be well to prune 
more severely than would otherwise be done. 
This pruning should be done by thinning 
out severely rather than by cutting back 
the tips. This pruning will result in the 
stimulation of a better growth next season 


and will make a better balance between top 


and roots. 


LESS BLISTER MITE 


PALMDALE.—County Horticultural In- 
spector J. Lee Hewitt, in charge of the hor- 
ticultural inspection work in the Antelope 
Valley, reports, as the result of observa- 
tions, that infestation of pear leaf blister 
mite is much less in the valley than during 
1923. This condition is considered to be at- 
tributable to the fact that pear growers 
have almost universally adopted the fall- 
spraying method in preference to spring 
spraying. By timing this spraying so that 
the application is made approximately two 
or three weeks before the leaves would 
normally drop, mites can be killed before 
they enter the shelter of bud scales for the 
winter, Mr. Hewitt points out.

and Irvine. Alihough some shippers, hire 
men to pack in the fleld, the larger com- 
panies have adequate facilities in their 
packing-houses to employ women packers, 
who are usually trained fruit and vegetable 
packers who work in citrus plants during 
the season for oranges and lemons. Women 
packers are skillful workers handling the 
fruits with the necessary care in putting up 
a good pack. They are usually paid piece- 
work prices. 

PACKING FOR SHIPMENT

matoes are picked and put into California 
lug boxes and hauled to the roadside, where 
trucks pick them up and carry them to the 
packing shed on a siding. For Eastern 
shipment, the fruits are picked green in 
color, though in some instances, “pinks” are 
sent out under refrigeration. “Green” does 
not necessarily mean immature, for in grad- 
ing “mature” is defined as being a condition 
when the content of the seed cavity of the 
tomato has begun to develop a jelly-like 
consistency and the seeds are fully formed. 
They are picked at this stage of maturity 
for shipment because if they were left to be- 
come ripe red they would not stand up in 
transit, the regular shipments being sent 
out upder ventilation. The Eastern con- 
sumer does not often know that the delic- 
ious, ripe fruit that he is eating left the 
vine green in color, nor can he detect any 
difference in flavor between California- 
crown tomatoes and those produced locally 
because the ripening process in transit is a 
natural one. 

The fact that the shipper uses 
and pinks,“ the local market, “ripes,” and 
the manufacturers of tomato products the 
“catfaces” and other culls is particularly 


advantageous to growers who are in a posi- 


tion to dispose of their crop through all of 
these channels, for regardless of how effic- 
lent their cultural effort may be, picking will 
always show overripe and cull fruit. 

In the Buena Park packing-house of the 
American Fruit Growers, a particularly 
well-equipped plant, there are eighteen 
packer’s stands, nine on each belt with a 
conveyor that carries the packed lugs to the 
nailer and checker in between. The packers 
on each side are supplied with fruit by an 
endless canvas belt, constantly treated with 
paraffin so that it will not become water- 


and revolve slowly over large pro- 
pelled by electric power. 

In California, tomatoes are almost ex- 
clusively packed and shipped in lug boxes, 
the most common container for fruits and 
vegetables in use on the local markets. 
These boxes hold about thirty pounds of to- 
matoes when packed. fore the tomato 
deal opens, the distributor has his box-mak- 
ers busy for several weeks making up lugs, 
which are stored away for the packing sea- 


son. 

When the field-packed lugs are laid down 
on the house platform, they are trucked in 
and stacked alongside the dumps which are 
at the upper end of the belts. Then, as it 
is needed, the fruit is dumped on the belt 
and carried down to the packers. But be- 
fore the field run of fruit reaches the pack- 
ers, it comes out on the sorting tables, where 
the “ripes,” “pinks” and culls are segregat-

In packing tomatoes, the packers — te ae 
each fruit in tissue paper on which is 
ed the distributor’s trade mark, and place it 
with the label up in the box. There are sev- 
eral types of packs used, the 5-5“ being 
the most common. When finished, the lugs 
are placed on the conveyor which is located 
between the packing tables and carried 
down to the nailer and checker. The check- 
er keeps record of the number of boxes 
packed by each worker by means of checks 
which the packers put on top of every box 
they turn out. The nailer lids the contain- 
ers and stacks the boxes for the trucker, 
who takes them into the “reefers.” Enipty 
boxes are supplied the packers by an over- 
head conveyor, 

ARE CLOSELY GRADEO 


The marketing requirements for tomatoes 
are somewhat exacting and both grower and 
shipper observe them closely so as to se- 
eure best returns for their efforts. Grades 
for tomatoes have been adopted and sh'p 
ping-point inspection is almost universal in 
the Southern California tomato districts. 
The Federal and State inspectors have a 
thorough knowledge of tomato diseases and 
insect-pest injury and are also able to rec- 
ognize varieties and “spot” other features 
of grading and packing. 

The carlot movement of fresh tomatoes 
from Southern Ca!‘fornia totaled 1389 in 
1923. According to figuree compiled by the 
Los Angeles office of tue United States De- 
partment of Agricuitu:e, bureau of eco- 
nomics, the Los Angeles and Orange county 
shipments, by billing station, were as fol 
lows: Orange county, Buena Park, 96; Ful- 
lerton, 207: Northam, 47; Orange, 3; Santa 
Ana, 95. Los Angeles county, Compton, 34: 
Covina, 1; El Monte, 2; Gardena, 11; Los 
Angeles, 431; Norwalk, 37; Owensmouth, 
12; Pomona, 3; Puente, 2; Redondo. 1; San 
Fernando, 15: Wingfoot, 7 and Zelzah, 21. 
The totals are 463 cars for Orange county 
and 595 cars for Los Angeles county. 

A SPECULATIVE CROP 

There is a large acreage of tomatoes in 
Ventura county this year, and several hun- 
dred acres in San Bernardino county, from 
which shipments are being made at this 
time. The Oxnard section promises to be 


a very good late tomato-growing section 


and a bigger deal is expected there this 
year than ever before. 

In conclusion, it might be.well to quote 
from a recent report issued by Homer A, 
Harris, in charge of the Los Angeles office 
of the United States Department of Agri 
culture, bureau of agricultural economics 
He says: “The marketing of California to- 
matoes is a highly specialized problem in 


that the markets are limited by competition 


from home grown stock and by weather con- 
ditions. The freight charges that must be 
added to the cost of California tomatoes 
make it impractical to compete with stock 
sent to market from home-grown or nearby 
sections. While the average date of killing 
frost in the various markets is known, yet 
seasonable variations may be so wide as to 
make marketing of California tomatoes a 
highly speculative if not hazardous activity. 
These uncertain conditions may mean large 
profits or severe losses in any season from 
causes outside of the control of either grow- 
er or shipper.” | 

In vi — of these facts, it is advisable 
that pro tive growers study marketing 
conditi closely before they attempt any 
plantings. One of the best sources of infor- 
mation in this line is the reports issued by 
the department office mentioned above.

BANNING—Harvesting ot the almond 
crop ended about September 35.

According to general 
manager R. H. Coombs, the crop this year 
is unusually light. This is clearly traceable 
to two causes—snow and frost in March 
when the trees were attempting to set fruit, 
and the unusual dryness which, in spite of 
ample irrigation water, proved a factor 
limiting the size of the crop.

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most of the work being performed by Mexi- 
can labor. For shaking and picking up the 
nuts the workers receive 3 cents a pound; 
hulling by hand costs another 3 cents a 
pound. While hand-hulling is to be pre- 
ferred, the crop is too large to be taken 
care of in that way; hence hulling machines 
are used, there being four in the district. 
The machines pour the hulls out into stand- 
ing wagons, which are then draw out into 
orchards for the scattering of nulls about 
the trees as fertilizer. The nuts pass from 
the machines mainly in good condition for 
marketing in the shell, but some of them are 
cracked and must be shelled for the confec- 
tionary trade. Processing of the nuts in the 
shell consists of grading as to variety, 
steaming, sulphuring and drying. 

Although the crop is a light one, the al- 
mond growers are not at all discouraged. 
It is merely one of the small-profit years 
out of a series in which profits are satis- 
factory. Normally, one-half ton to an acre 
is a good yield; this year it was abort one- 
third ton to an acre. One orchard of ten

acres produced three and one-half tons, 
which is about representative of the district. 
The light year offers a marketing advantage 
in that there is a hpki-over of twenty-five 
tons from 1923. The new crop handled by 
the exchange amounts to about 250 tons. 

Apart from some tendency of the hulls to 
stick, caused by the drought, the quality of 
the crop is good. Prices are quite satisfac- 
tory and the eastern markets are firm. None 
pareil, the best soft-shell variety, is bringing 
23%; IXL, 22%; NePlus, 20% and Drake, 
the hard-shell, 15 cénts per pound. These 
prices are 5 to 5% cents higher than last 
year’s. 

Although the almond is one of the minor 
crops of the State, it is a distinctive Cali- 


fornia product, embracing 98 per cent of the 
American crop. The United States imports 
more almonds than are grown at home, and 
cheap foreign labor necessitates the protec- 
tion of the domestic industry by a substan- 
tial tariff. Production in California—in- 
creased from 6,450,000 pounds in 1900 to 
20,500,000 pounds in 1923. This year’s crop 
is estimated at about 18,000,000 pounds. 
There are now 3359 growers in the twenty- 
five local associations of the California Wal- 
nut Growers’ Exchange, and the industry 
is in good shape, showing excellent pros- 
pects for continued growth. 


District Produces Wide 
Variety of Crops 


Oné of the most interesting and instruc- 
tive displays at the recent Los Angeles 
County Fair was that entered by several 
growers of the East End district, near Po- 
mona.

THREE HIVERS.— Thousands of San par 
quin Valley n >xtorists headed over the State

Hundreds of visitors swarmed about the 
striking booths of red, yellow and russet ap- 
ples—autumn blossoms, pumpkin, corn, 
squash and native vines of the region in- 
cluded in the old-fashioned “harvest home” 
exhibit. Cider and apple butter vendors did 
a land-office business, while roadside apple 
stands were swamped by buyers. 

Fifteen varieties of apples were displayed 
by twenty-one growerg in the booths, many 
unique and attractive arrangements being 
shown. Especially pleasing was the exhibit 
of Grunigen and Moffitt, depicting a moun- 
tain stream with a real birch-bark canoe 
piled high with luscious fruit. From one cor- 
ner of the Savage Brothers’ booth a huge 
horn of plenty, fashioned of greenery, 
poured its wealth of delicious fruit. The J. 
H. Beldon booth was noted for uniformity 
of fruit, a great Indian basket of large red 
apples occupying a prominent place. Citrus 
fruit, grapes, and canned fruit offered a

Says Concords Do Well 
in California 


SAN FERNANDO.—The memories of 
many thousands of persons in Southern Cal- 
ifornia went back to days in the East when 
baskets of fragrant Concord grapes graced 
the market stands in August and September. 
They are the favorite of the housewife for 
jelly and of the small boy for eating. 

It has been said that the Concord grape 
will not do well in California, but Clark 
Oxford of San Fernando Valley has ex- 
poded that theory by ra'i<ing on his sixty 
acre ranch on Branford street as fine Con- 
cords as one would wish to see. He says 
too, that the Concord grapes grown in San 
Fernando Valley are the best that he has 
seen in the State, and Mr. Oxford has been 
a horticulturist from boyhood. 

In March, 1923, Mr. Oxford set out two 
acres of his ranch in Concords, planting 
555 vines to the acre. The crop from these 
two acres sold in August of this year for 
$310, Mr. Oxford said, and, under favorable 
conditions, he expects the 1925 crop of the 
two acres to yield $900. 

The berries are large and well set. Be- 
cause they are among the earliest grapes to 
pen, the price is 14 1-2 cents and up, and 
they are in great demand for grape juice. 
One extra productive vine is said to have 
produced twenty-five pounds of fruit. Mr. 
Oxford says he will plant ten more acres 
to these grapes in the spring. He says the 
Concord grape requires but little water and 
that its root system weighs five times as 
much as that of any other variety. The 
cordon system is used in trellising them. 

Mr. Oxford thinks there are real possibili- 
ties in growing Convord grapes for juice 
and jelly. 

Mr. Oxford is planning to build an in- 
dustry of grape juice and jelly that, 
has great possibilities. 

An acre of Concord grapes four years old, a 
he says, should yield $800 or $900, as the 
earliest variety of the Concord in California 
is in San Fernando Valley.

TIME FOR WIRING 


The best time to wire-brace fruit 
(in California) is after the annual Ww 
pruning. The leaves are off the tree at 


i oft 


later. Besides, the branches are in their 
natural position at this time. The only ob- 
jection to wiring at this period of the year 
is that the wood is hard and it is difficult - 
to insert the screw eye or staple. This dif- 
ficulty is not encountered after the flow of 
sap begins in the branches, Although the 
writer has wired tees in practically ev 
month of the year, cis preference is for th thes 
winter season, 


Trees can be wire braced as soon as the 
set of fruit and tree size warrant it. Ifa 
tree is wired while young, a secondary sys- 
tem higher up will be requried in later 
years, 

The number of trees that can be wired in 
one day depends upon the size of the trea 
and whether screw eyes or staples are used, 
better time being made when the latter ara 
employed. Forty peach trees have been 
wired in one day where on.y one man is re- 
aquired for each tree. Where two men are 
required for each tree, it may be difficult 
to do more than twenty-five tres per day. 

Growers are often alarmed at the gum- 
ming which occurs at the point where the 
screw eye or staple has been inserted. 
There is no cause for this alarm as it is 
only a matter of a few years before the eve 
or staple will be completely grown over by 
the branch, thus stopping the gumming 
which often occurs. The insertion of the 
screw eye or staple does not have a dele- 
terious effect on the tree and does not cause 
“poisoning” as many growers believe.

Care of the Baby 


T THE time of writing this article there 
seems to be prevalent a good many 
cases of infants’ and children’s diarrhoea. 
In my own practice, and looking at several 
reports, I have had this confirmed. 
What should be done during this period? 
What is diarrhoea? What induces it? How 
can it be prevented? How can it be over- 
come? These and similar questions in- 
evitably come to mind in discussing this 
problem. 
Diarrhoea is the antithesis of constipa- 
tion; just the reverse. Constipation is in- 
adequate elimination; diarrhoea is exces- 


When we study the body closely, we find 
it responds to laws of action and reaction. 
Like the swing of the pendulum we have 
two extremes—one constipation, the other 
diarrhoea. One is complementary to the 
other and in very many cases follows it. 
What takes place during diarrhoea? Diar- 
rhoea ig to the intestinal system what the 
cold is to the respiratory system—nature’s 
great attempt, her supreme effort toward 
cleansing and purification. 

During a cold, nature discharges mucus 
and pus, together with foul gases which are 
frequently burnt up by fever. In diarrhoea 
the same thing in its own fashion occurs. 
The intestines are discharging mucus and 
excreta which has lain in the digestive tube, 
sometimes for months. Diarrhoea bowel 
action is watery and loaded with the shreds 
of catarrhal congestion. . 

“Should diarrhoea be stopped?” is per- 
haps your next question. | 

Care of the Body has preached again and 
welcome one. That is, it is foul wastes 
which cause ill health; the body’s efforts 
toward self-purification should not be re- 
tarded; that every encouragement should be 
given to get rid of the putrid fermenting ma- 
terials that play havoc with normal func- 
In short, the things which come out of 
the body keep you well. It is the putrid 
material remaining inside the body which 
makes one sick. 

Therefore, the normal, uncomplicated con- 
dition of diarrhoea should not be stopped. It 
should be greeted as a welcome sign that 
the intestine is cleansing itself. 


Most conditions of diarrhoea are unasso- 
ciated with prostration or exhaustion, Un- 
less it is complicated with some other seri- 
ous manifestation, it should never be inter- 
fered with. 
What should be the diet during a condi- 
tion of diarrhoea? 

Here I take sharp issue with medical 
practice. Orthodox medical practice will 
prescribe the constipating foods during diar- 
rhoea and the laxative foods during consti- 
pation. 

When nature seeks to discharge this pu- 
trid waste from the intestinal tract, she has 
a definite mission. Nature should be as- 
sisted in her mission and not retarded. If 
elimination is desired, elimination should be 
accelerated, and diarrhoea is elimination. 
Therefore, the laxative fruits are more 
desirable during the presence of diarrhoea 
than are the constipating refined cereals, 
gelatine, eggs, meats, bread stuff, etc.

Don't think it is easy to determine just 
what causes a high blood pressure as so 
many factors must be taken into considera- 
tion and it may take several months of 
experimentation to find out just-what food 
or what habit is at fault. 

“Heredity is a predisposing factor as the 
cause of changes in the arteries and this 
should be considered in treatment. You 
may be born with poor arteries, as tñey vary 
In quality just as a garden hose does, and if 
this is the case it will mean care and atten- 
tion on your part to make them last for 
the period of your life.

Assist elimi- 
nation by every natural agency, and a cold 
can never change into pneumonia. 

There is a much more common sense hy- 
giene than to “do something for it” by a 
thoughtless, indiscriminate rush to the drug

hogs, in which it appears as minute bladder 
worms, encased in little cysts which are 
found in the intestines, muscular fibers, 


the form of minute spiral-form 
which are encapsulated, but may be recog- 
nized with the naked eye® as white specks, 
The ingestion of pork infected by trichina 
causes in man the disease called ‘trichi- 
nosis,’ an acute disease due to the presence 
of the trichina in the muscular fibers, and 
the symptoms of which resemble typhoid 
fever. The disease is often fatal. 

“Echinococcus sometimes infects sheep, 
and, rarely, cattle, and the meat causes in 
man the hyditid diseases. Originally the in- 
fection comes from the toenia echinococcus 
found in dogs. 

“Meat Infection by Bacteria—Pathogenic 
bacteria may be found in the flesh of ant 
mals, and is capable of producing disease in 
man on eating the infected meat. The 
pathogenic bacteria may originate in the 
diseased condition of the live animals suf- 
fering from the infectious disease, or the 
pathogenic germs may gain entrance into 
the meat of healthy animals through infec- 
tion by contact, etc., after killing. 

The diseases of animals infectious to 
man which are caused by pathogenic bac 
teria and which, it is claimed, may be trans- 
mitted through their meat to man, are the 
following: Tuberculosis, pleuropneumonia, 
foot and mouth disease, cattle plague, an- 
thrax, glanders, malignant edema, erysipe- 
las, actinomycosis, typhoid fever, cholera, 
pyemia, septicemia, tetanus, sheep-pox, 
Texas fever, etc.

N THE achieving of success it is always 

the overcoming of obstacies which makes 

the victory interesting to others. In- 

clined to think of handicaps solely as 
poverty, ill-health or too little leisure we 
are prone to be skeptical concerning the im- 
pedimenta of too much ease and too great 
wealth and to be entirely antagonistic to the 
idea that a superabundance of health and 
buoyant spirits could possibly interfere with 
a successful career. : 

But these insidious tempters into the 
fields of preasure, idleness and recreation 
wreck more careers, perhaps, than all the 
snarling foes of penury, hunger and disease.

Painted Sizns for Living 

In the days before and just after the Rev- 
olution, only fashionable painters could 
make a living by painting portraits. Even 
the most popular painters received but a 
small compensation for their portraits. 
Twenty-five dollars was considered a high 
figure; $3 to $14 was the average fee. 

In order to make a living most of these 
colonial artists resorted to the painting of 
signs. In those days houses and shops were 
not numbered; every business street pre 
sented a succession of golden balls, crowns, 
dogs, elephants and horses. Many of these 
signs were painted by men who are now 
ranked among the foremost painters of that 
period. Some of the better known artists of 
that period who painted signs to keep the 
wolf from the door are Matthew Pratt, 
Charles Wilson Peale and Benjamin West. 
who later was president of the Royal Acad- 
emy.— [Mentor Magazine.

Colds and Pneumonia 


A THE fall and winter months 2 
they inevitably bring their train 
respiratory ailments. 

The cough and the cold are more true in 
tlie rule than in the exception. Scarcely an 
individual is immune. Running noses are 
to be seen on all sides. 

People give little or no thought to the 
cold or cough of itself.

That is to say, from the layman's stand 
point, pneumonia is little more than the 
acute, intensified symptoms and disease de- 
velopment of the ordinary cold, 

The common type of cold seldom results 
fatally; pneumonia frequently does. 

Why and what is the difference between 
these two diseases? A great deal must be 
understood before we can make compart 
sons. 

In the cold we have bronchial and lung 
gest on. In pneumonia we have the same 
thing, except in a much more aggravated 
form. In 4 cold we have the symptoms of 
cough, congestion, pain in the chest. In 
pneumonia we have similar symptoms. 
There is something in the popular under 
standing of pneumonia which puts awe and 
terror into its victim. Thig-is. perhaps to 
some extent justified when we consider that 
pneumonia claims a toll greater than that 
taken by tuberculosis. The mortality is 
high, ranging about 30 per cent. 

What is pneumonia? ; 

From the standpoint of the physiclan who 
observes the body processes as they func- 
tion during an attack, technically three 
stages are recognized. 

First, the stage of engorgement or inflam. 
mation in which the lung tissues become 
swollen, red and angry, as the irritant bac- 
teria and refuse rapidly congest the lung. 

Second, the stage technically known as 
“red hepatization” which simply means that 
the lung tissue, when exposed in postmor- 
tem autopsy, looks somewhat like liver sub- 
stance that has turned reddish brown. 

The next stage is known as “gray hepati- 
zation” in which the lung substance changes 
to a dull gray color. This is the period of 
the climax or crisis when the disease either 
terminates fatally or recovery results. 

So far we have presented the technical 
phases. Let us now see what the common 
sense aspects present. 

Pneumonia is supposed to be caused, ac- 
cor‘ling to orthodox medical science, by a 
germ which we call the “pneumococcus,” 
“pneumo” meaning relating to the lungs 
and “coccus” meaning a round germ. As 
in all other germ diseases, orthodox medi- 
cine places the cart before the horse and 
states that the germs catised the disease, 
whereas in reality the germs are an effect. 
That is, they come after the congestion and 
favorable environment are present. 


Germs are lIfke all other living things. 


They must have = environment capable 


of sustaining life. 

When the lung tissue has that degree 
of congestion, that accumulation of morbid 
waste material in sufficient quantities to 
foster germ development, infection takes 
place. 

We then have pneumonia. Or if, per- 
chance, the environment is favorable for 
the development of tuberculosis, we then 
have tuberculosis. 

Therefore, instead of the pneumococcus 
germ being responsible for the disease, com- 
mon sense will tell us that the lowered re 
sistance, the decreased vitality, the accumu 
lation of morbid, toxic poisons, inadequate 
breathing, breathing of fou! poisons, the de- 
struction of vitality through sexual irradi- 
ations and social abnormalities—these con- 
stitute fundamental causes rather than the 
phneumococcus germ. 

- Pneumonia cannot develop lu a healthy 
body, irrespective of the number of germs 
that may be present in the atmosphere! 

Therefore, logic would teach us that the 
prevention of pneumonia would come prt- 
marily in the building up of this virtie, vital 
form of resistance that is found in a clean, 
sound and normally functioning body. 

There ig very much that I want to say 
concerning this disease but at this season 
of the year the most vital point that I de- 
sire to stress is the relationship of pnew 
monia to the orthodox treatment of “colds.” 

I started this article by comparing pneu- 
monia with the “cold.” Perhaps more than 
all other factors combined, the unintelli- 
gent, unthinking, unreasonable treatment of 
the cold is responsible for che development 
of pneumonia. 

I have stated in this department repeated- 
ly that a cold is nothing more than nature's 
effort to periodically clean house!—that 
during a cold every agency and avenue of 
elimination is functioning full blast—the 
lungs are discharging foul mucus and waste 
gases, the tongue is coated, furry and foul, 
the bowels give forth undue quantities of 
excre*s, the urine is strong and yellow,

N (China.)—The Old China is a 
giant compared with the baby of the 
New Civilization in this land of the 
Far East, like Moses on Mount Nebo 
when, on the edge of the grave, his eyesight 
is undimmed and his mighty strength un- 
abated. Meantime the baby is lustily grow- 
ing. It is slowly unbinding the feet of its 
mother and, copying Delilah, it has clipped 
off the hairy pigtail of its Samsonian father, 
but the old giant still shows no lack of 
strength and it will be génerations before 
he succumbs. This morning we shall take 
a look at him in a walk through the old 
parts of Canton. 
Leaving our motor-car in one of the new 
‘macadamized avenues, we dive into a side- 
street and wander about through the old 
sections. Within a five minutes’ walk we 
are lost in the past. The new has disap- 
peared, and the old is everywhere present. 
We wander through alleys walled with ceils 
filled with satins and silks and crossed by 
other alleys where the merchants sell noth- 


img but furniture. Farther along we stop ip

green jade. 
We go through a street a half mile 
in length in which there are nothing 
but silversmiths working and selling.

You people who have an

broidered with silver or gold. Thousands. 


of them are still sold, and in the interior of 
China there are millions of females who 
wear nothing else.

We see also 
the old-time, loose silk jackets’ and wide 
full pantaloons. Many of the modern 
women now wear the short skirts that end 
at midcalf. Often they are so abbreviated 
that when the girls walk along with a swing, 
‘as they do, they kick the skirt with the 
knee and display a dainty red or blue silk 
garter two inches wide clasping the silk- 
stockinged leg just over the calf. The 
blouses are beautifully cut. They reach to 
the hips and end in a slight peak at the 
back and front; they are always tight at 
the neck and loose across the chest, for it 
is contrary to the Chinese proprieties for a 
woman to show or even to indicate any part 
of her person. In the past it has been con- 
sidered improper for a woman, no matter 
how plump, to wear a dress that reveals the 
fact that she has a bust. 


The modern Chinese girl is attractive. 
The young ones wear clothes of gay col- 
ors. Their silk blouses are of the bright- 
est of red, green or yellow, and they may 
have wide pants of silk of 
that end at the ankle.
